The Holdridge Farm Nursery is located on Route 27 in the town of Ledyard, 
about 5 miles from Norwich and about 12 miles from New London. 


From Norwich, take Route 2 (the Westerly Road) for about three miles 
—turn right onto first state highway, following Ledyard signs—drive about 1 mile 
and bear left onto Route 27 and drive 2 miles. 


From New Haven and New London — cross the Groton-New London bridge 
and follow Route 84 for about 5 miles — turn left and follow Route 27 (Col. 
Ledyard Highway) for about 6 miles. (Two miles past Ledyard Center.) 


From Rhode Island points — Go to the Rotary intersection of Route 84 and 
Route 2 — follow Route 84 towards New London about 7 miles — then turn 
right onto Col. Ledyard Highway (Route 27) — We are about 6 miles from 
Route 84. (Two miles past Ledyard Center.) 


Located on the Big Hill.

We will, upon proper proof, replace free all trees, 
etc., which may prove untrue to name or refund the price paid but we give no 
further warranty.

Our nursery is inspected yearly by an authorized State Inspector and a copy 
of our certificate accompanies each shipment. 


SHIPPING 


Please cali for your order whenever posible. When orders must be shipped, 
please add 20% for packaging and postage. 

Please give instructions in your order how we should ship. If no instructions 
are given, we will ship as is best in our judgment. Remember, trees must go by 
express, at customer’s expense. 

We will ship as near as possible to the date which you ask for but can not 
guarantee shipment on exact dates requested because of weather and other con- 
ditions beyond our control. 

We start to ship plants just as early as the frost is out of the ground, or 
from the Ist to the 10th of April. We ship orders continuously until May 15. 
We recommend setting plants in April if possible. 


Fruit trees will be shipped about April Ist, unless otherwise requested. 


Absolutely no orders shipped after May 20. Fall shipments of strawberry 
plants not guaranteed or recommended. 


STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


For more than 40 years, strawberries and strawberry plants have been a major 
crop on the Holdridge Farm. Soil conditions in this area are very favorable for 
the production of long, bright roots which have made our plants so highly prized. 


For this year, we planted about 22,000 plants, of which about 20,000 were 
virus free. All of our beds were set very early in the season and plants made an 
early start. We have chemically treated all the beds in an effort to completely 
control all root-eating insects. 


We estimate that we have nearly 400,000 plants for sale this spring. These 
plants have the ability to grow well and to yield abundantly. We are trying to 
raise mostly those varieties which are satisfactory and profitable for the grower. 
This is the reason that our list of varieties is smaller than many other growers. We 
feel the first four varieties listed, namely: Howard, Catskill, Sparkle and 
Ropu net so satisfactory for most people, that we recommend the planting of 
these kinds. 


On our farm, we still feel that fresh dug, freshly trimmed plants are more 
satisfactory to most growers than the cold storage plants now handled by most 
nurseries. During the plant season we have men digging plants every day and 
ladies trimming the dead leaves off the plants just as quickly as possible. Most 
of the plants leave our nursery within 24 to 48 hours of the time that they are 
dug. Damp spagnum moss is used to keep them fresh during this time. 


Our plants have the ability, under proper conditions, to bear heavily and 
profitably for you. We hope that we can sell you some of our healthy plants 
and start you off on your way to an excellent crop of berries. 


VIRUS FREE STRAINS OF STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


In reply to many questions—What are Virus Free Strawberry plants?—let us 
explain: 


The strawberry research men of the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture have found 
that there is a virus disease present in a great number of the plant beds in this 
whole country. The virus disease causes a weakening of the vitality of the plants 
—resulting in poor plant growth and thin rows in fruiting beds and then in 
lower production of the fruiting plants. The virus disease is spread by plant 
lice from one plant to another. 


Tests have been perfected to prove the freedom of the disease in individual 
plants. These plants are then propagated under disease free conditions and the 
virus free strains of plants result. 


We continue to get new plants from indexed stock to propagate from—thus 
bringing you the real vitality and productive qualities in virus free plants. 


Remember—plants which were virus free one year will not continue to be 
virus free after one or two generations under ordinaary garden conditions. 


STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOOSING THE PLOT—Strawberries will do well on good, fertile, well 
drained ground, which is slightly acid. An application of Chlordane will kill any 
Jap beetle grubs which might be in the ground. 


FERTILIZING—Application of cow manure to the plot before planting is 
good. If commercial fertilizers are to be used, apply it around the plant (not 
closer than six inches) after they are planted. This can be repeated from two 
to four times during the growing season. 


WHEN TO PLANT—We recommend planting just as early as possible in 
the spring and before May 15 if possible. We do not like planting at any other 
time of the year. 


SETTING OUT PLANTS—The roots of the plants should be well spread 
and never bent. The plant should be at ground level with all roots covered and 
with the heart of the plant above the ground. Press the plant firmly into the 
ground. Wet roots before planting. Do NOT put fertilizer in the ground 
when planting. 


SPACING—Set plants from 12” to 18” apart in rows and with rows from 
three to four feet apart. 


CARE OF BEDS—Keep the ground hoed and the weeds under control. Pick 
the blossoms during the first season. On everbearing varieties, pick blossoms 
until about July 4th. 


WEED KILLERS—The use of Crag, to prevent weed growth in strawberries 
Was quite successful last year when it was used widely. This chemical prevents 
the germination of seed and will destroy weeds while roots are still very small. 
Weeds more than 14 inch tall will not be hurt nor will grasses. Two pounds 
of Crag per acre are required for one application. About three sprayings per 
year will suffice. Complete directions are on each package. 


SPRAYING—An increasing number of strawberry growers are spraying their 
growing beds to control spot diseases. We do not feel that this is mecessary 
for small growers but bad cases of leaf spot will mean lower yields the following 
year. The same type of copper spray (eg. Bordeaux) is used for strawberries 
as is used to combat blights on potato vines. 


Plant lice or aphids which spread the virus disease ,can be controlled by the 
use of a Malathion spray. Commercial growers should check with their County 
Agent for best chemicals to use for their own particular equipment and conditions. 


MULCHING—We recommend mulching strawberry beds lightly during the 
winter with straw, marsh hay or weed free material. Rake the straw between the 
rows early in the spring.

POINTS ON LANDSCAPING YOUR HOME 


_ 1. Plan for year around beauty with evergreens to set off the house in 
winter as well as flowers for summer beauty. 

2. Work out a rough plan for your home, dividing your lot into three parts, 
as follows—A Public area, to be viewed from the street; a Service area, for 
clotheslines, utilities, vegetable garden, etc.; and a Private area, for picnics and 
relaxation. 

3. Foundation Planting—Your Foundation planting should be planned so 
as to provide a frame for your house. ‘The shrubs should always be planted so 
as to emphasize the beauty of the house and never to obscure it. Always keep 
the mature height of the plants in mind. Use plants which blend well together 
and you may use groups of various shade or types of evergreens which appeal 
to you. Planting should soften the harsh corner lines of the building, give 
emphasis to the doorway, and make the house a part of the landscape. 

4. Shade trees should be planted with their mature size in mind. Plant 
in front to frame the house, not to hide it. 

5. Plant early blooming flowers and shrubs so that they may be seen from 
inside your house. Summer blooming shrubs are recommended for your picnic 
area. 

6. A free bulletin “Landscaping Your Home Grounds” by H. O. Perkins, 
may be obtained by writing the University of Connecticut, or from any Extension 
or Farm Bureau office in the state.
